Nothing is so certain as 
change, and nothing is so cer¬ 
tain of change as change in 
the apparel industry. History 
tells us what the ancients 
wore, and old master paint¬ 
ings are vivid illustrations of 
the styles of the last few hun¬ 
dred years.

1 re¬ 
member some just prior to 
World War 1. The hats were 
as big as cartwheels and 
decorated often as not with 
what resembled a large, 
tossed green salad. Some¬ 
times there was a cloth bird 


roosting in the jungle on top 
of the hat. The shoes were 
atrocious — long, narrow, 
sometimes termed “tooth¬ 
pick.” They probably ruined 
many youthful feet. They of¬ 
ten had buttons instead of 
laces and the more daring la¬ 
dies wore shoes of two-toned 
leather. I wore button shoes 
until I entered high school, 
and I still remember strug¬ 
gling with the buttonhook 
and hoping I would not be 
late for school. 

About World War 1 time 
there appeared the 
hobbleskirt. This was a skirt 
that was normal from waist to 
knees, but became narrower, 
finally ending in a small 
circle at the ankles.

As one of the principal men- 
on-the barricades in that revo¬ 
lution, Dreier has influence at 
the federal level that could 
seep all through California 
for years to come.

The California Public Utilities Commission (CPUC) today 
issued rules to open competition in the local telephone mar¬ 
ket—a $7 billion portion of the industry—on January 1,1996. 
The Commission approved 31 companies that will become 
rivals for more than 15 million customer phone lines. 

The rules implement key elements to permit companies 
with facilities in place, copper wire, fiber optic or cable sys¬ 
tems, to offer customers dial tone service. Most companies 
may require several months to actually sign up and begin 
delivering service to customers; others may require one to two 
years. 

How competitors must deal with each other and with their 
customers are spelled out in detail in two related orders that 
were voted out today..The rules are largely the same as those 
issued in July when the CPUC approved local competition and 
set the deadline for prospective competitive companies to file 
for licenses to operate. 

Most critically, the rules provide for interconnectioii, or 
linking, of the numerous networks quickly, assurance that all 
customers have access to essential services, and that the same 
level of access to the telecommunications system continue for 
the state’s deaf and disabled residents. 

Prompt, trouble-free interconnection is essential to ensure 
every customer can call every other customer, regardless of 
which carrier or phone firm provides the service. The rules set 
guidelines which the new phone firms as well as existing car¬ 
riers, must fulfill. Exceptions are permitted when parties agree 
to the terms and are not anticompetitive or against the public 
interest. 

All local exchange companies must provide access to 
emergency 911, directory databases, and must report traffic 
volumes to other local phone companies with which they in¬ 
terconnect and to the CPUC’s Advisory and Compliance Di¬ 
vision. 

All local carriers must also provide "wann-Une' aervkc 
which permits access to emergency calling even though a 
phone line has been disconnected for all other calls. 

A new method approved in the order enables display of 
customer numbers at Public Safety Answering Points, allow¬ 
ing identification of an emergency caller’s location, even if 
the call has been forwarded to another number using Remote 
Call Forwarding. This means Remote Call Forwarding can be 
used as an interim method of number portability, that is, a 
customer retaining a current phone number when changing 
carriers. 

The Commission requires the new competitor companies 
to contract with the local phone companies to make equipment 

and services available to deaf and disabled Californians. 

The order also requires the new phone carriers to provide 
written confiimation of each sale, dMcribing services ordered 
and price breakdowns in the same language as the original sale 
was made. Bills, notices, and access to bilingual customer 
service representatives must also be in the same language as 
the sale was nude. 

The Commission prohibits the practice of slamming, 
switching a custonter’s local or long distance carrier without 
permission, as well as the practice of redlining, designating 
areas of a service territory as low priority for service and re¬ 
pair. 

The 31 competitor firms granted authority to enter local 
phone competition, including Pacific Bell and GTE Califor¬ 
nia who, based on two other orders issued today, will be able 
to compete in each other’s territories, must file tariffs or state¬ 
ments of rates and services and fulfill other provisions before 
they can actually start to advertise for customers and deliver 
service. 

Determining the cost of Remote Call Forwwding, one of 
the issues raised in the CFUC’s July order, will be handled in 
a separate proceeding slated for es^y next year.

We end our series this 
week on a light note from two 
civilians. 

Selma Asher: Selma was 
in Waikiki on Dec. 7, 1941. 
She was living with her father 
who was a Navy chaplain, 
and she was dating Fred 
Asher. “My father was sent 
out after the first wave to help 
set up an emergency hospital. 
He told me not to leave the 
house.” 

A bomb hit about two or 
three houses down the street 
and Selma said, “Instead of 
following directions to lie 
down, I ran to the front door 
and looked out. It was not 
very good. It was a said and 
difficult day.” 

She married Fred a few 
months after the war started 
and shortly thereafter was 
evacuated stateside, much 
against her wishes. Selma 
said she had enjoyed being a 
‘Navy brat’ and was enjoying 
being a Navy wife but, 
“...when the Navy said ‘go,’ 
you went.” 

Mildred Shaw: Selma's 
marriage started with the war, 
Mildred’s was temporarily 
broken by it. She and Warren 
Shaw were married five years 


before he left for the service. 
Mildred moved in with her 
in-laws so she could finish 
teaching the school year. 
When school was out. she 
traveled in the States with 
Warren whenever she could. 
Then back to teaching. 

Mildred remained a civil¬ 
ian but supported the effort on 
the homefront. She was in 
Arizona and after teaching 75 
students a day, she worked 
distributing ration books and 
stamps. (Mildred showed a 
ration book to the audience 
which caused a stir of memo¬ 
ries.) 

“We worked from 4:00 to 
9:00 with the community. 
Rationing covered shoes, cof¬ 
fee, sugar, meat, gasoline and 
so forth. We had to take the 
name and address of the 
people, their ages, how much 
they weighed and their 
height. Being teachers, we 
tried to encourage honesty 
but, when they gave their 
ages and weights, we knew 
we weren’t too successful. It 
was a good experience any¬ 
way.” 

In addition to rationing, 
the homefront drove on tires 
that were retread and limited 
speed to 35 or 45 m.p.h.. Not 
only the beach areas, but the 


entire country, practiced 
“Black Outs”—all lights 
were turned off or windows 
covered. 

When Warren went over¬ 
seas, Mildred applied for a 
teaching position in the Cali¬ 
fornia school she had at¬ 
tended. They needed a fifth 
grade teacher which sounded 
great, but the first day of 
school she learned the male 
coach on the staff had been 
drafted. Being the newest and 
youngest member of the staff, 
Mildred got the job. 

‘They said, ‘You do know 
how to play football, don’t 
you?’ I told them no, 1 just 
knew the ball wasn’t round 
and it was usually brown. 
They said that was good 
enough.” 

At 106 lbs., she found the 
size of the students a little 
intimidating. Not only that, 
but in those days, female 
teachers were required to wear 
dresses and silk stockings. 

Mildred could not step-off 
one yard penalties. The stu¬ 
dents accepted her solution 
when she said, “I’ll just step off 
the same length no matter which 
team it is, home or visitors.” 

One afternoon Mildred 
left school and drove into 
L.A., which she had never 


done before, because Warren 
was coming home and would 
meet her there. She found an 
all-night parking spot and 
walked to the Alexandria 
Hotel which was one of the 
nicest hotels at that time. 

She registered, put her 
bags in her third floor room, 
then went to the mezzanine to 
sit where she could watch 
both entrances of the big ho¬ 
tel. After sitting there about 
three hours, she finally saw 
him walk through the door. 
Now she hadn’t seen him for 
about nine months, so she 
dashed down and you can 
imagine the greeting. 

They took the elevator to 
the third floor. As they exited, 
there were security guards 
saying. “You can’t take her 
into a room. We don’t allow 
servicemen to take women 
into rooms in this hotel.” 

Warren tried to explain 
that they were married but the 
guards had heard that story 
before. Finally they were able 
to prove at the desk that they 
had the same name and ad¬ 
dress. Mildred says, “They de¬ 
cided we were either brother 
and sister or man and wife so 
they let us go to the room. You 
can tell how times have 
changed since those days.”

less control over you. 

5. Take time now to think 
about your own expectations 
for the holidays. If you are 
going to be with family or 
friends, talk together ahead of 
time about the expectations 
you all have and come to 
some agreements about what 
is realistic to expect and what 
isn’t. This can also be a time 
to share together any plea.sant 
memories and traditions from 
past holidays. 

6. Be kind to your body.
